Community. Life Popular 


New Settlements in n B.C, Enjoy Pleas. 
ures of Social Intercourse 

Community life, with the convent- 
ences and pleasures of greater human 
intercourse, are’popular in the rancly 
ing and farming districts of British 
Columbia, and some sixty new com- 
munities have come into existence in 
the past year, bringing the total num- 
ber up to 2,209. The new setLlements 
are largely created by the occupation 


of new lands by soldier settlers. 


Caiiade’s “Unknown Soldier” 


Proud of the wonderful endurance, 
their soldiers, and rejoicing in the great victory of righteousness and | 
liberty which they, by their heroic self-sacrifice, won for the world, 
the people of all the Allied countries in the Great War were anxious, 
not merely to do honor to their glorious dead, but to crect Memorials 
which would for all time create alk isting impression on the minds of 
future gencrations and remain a permanent influence, a national tra- 
dition of the highest patriotism 

Many were the suggestions advanced as to the form of such a 
National Memorial, and noble in conception as many of these sug- 
gestions were, the one conceived and carried out by the British Gov 
ernment of bringing the mortal remains of one of the many thou- 
sands of unidentified British soldiers home to England and interring 
the body with all the solemn grandeur and impressive 
usually reserved for sovercigns and great statesmen in the 
Westminster Abbey, was admittedly the finest. : 

Here lies Britain’s “Unknown Soldier” surrounded by kings 
and queens, the Empire's greatest statesmen, admirals and generals, 
authors, poets and painters, and of all the shrines to be visited with 
reverence and awe throughout the centuries to come, none will 
command greater attention and respect than this tomb of. an “Un- 
known Soldier’ who gave his life in the Great War in order that | 
liberty should not perish in the world, and that millions as yet un- 
born should not be called upon to pass through the horrors and 
sufferings of war. 

This “Unknown Soldier” rests in peace in Westminster Abbey, 
and at his tomb flowers are laid and reverence given, as the repre- 
sentative of all the hundreds of thousands of British ‘soldiers, th 
privates in the ranks, through whose steadfastness and self-sacrifice 
the Empire lives today and its citizens enjoy the blessings of free- 
dom and personal liberty. Britain's “Unknown Soldier’’ is repre- 
sentative of that spirit which built the Empire and made it what it 
is today. sut he is representative of something even greater, finer 
and nobler, namely, that which i is the expression of the greatest of all 
love, the laying down of one’s life for another. 

So universal has the acceptance been that the British conceptian 
of paying honor and tribute to an “Unknown Soldier” constitutes 
the finest of all Memorials, that it has been followed in France, Italy 
and the United States. It has now been suggested that Canada 
should do likewise, and that the remains of some one of. the many 
Canadian soldiers lying unidentified in graves in France and Flan- 
ders should be brought to Canada in all honor-on a Canadian war- 
ship and buried with fitting ceremonies, and in a fitting tomb, in the 
capital city of the Dominion. 

There should be no hesitation in acting upon the suggestion. 
In no part of the world did the manhood of any country respond 
more quickly and splendidly to the call to service than in Canada. 
The youth of this Dominion did not stop to count the cost, but will- 
ingly offered their all in defence of home and country and for the 
maintenance of national honor and the continuance of human liberty. 
Canada gave over 600,000 soldiers to the armies of the E mpire, and 
one out of every ten rests in a grave across the seas. We cannot 
bring them all back, but as» Lieutenant-Governor Newlands of Sas- 
katchewan says in endorsing the suggestion, we can, and should, 
bring a representative. 

Canadians from coast to coast desire to pay all tribute to the 
memory of their heroic dead. ‘That tribute should be paid, not only 
by the present generation, but by Canadians throughout the cen- 
turies to come. In the Great War Canada found a national con- 
scienceness it had not previously possessed. ‘This Dominion is big- 
ger and better because of the trials through which its people passed 
and the sacrifices its soldiers made. In year to come.the period of 
the Great War will be*recdgnized as the turning point in Canadian 
history, and the deeds of valor of Canada’s soldiers as the light 
which spread a new illumination over the pages of our history and 
inspired a new enthusiasm and gave birth to a truly national spirit 
in Canada. 

Generations yet unborn will recognize these truths to a far 
greater degree than we do today. Standing at the tomb of Can- 
ada’s “Unknown Soldier” in Canada’s capital city, future Canadians 
will pay homage to the sturdy sons of the Dominion who in the 
years of the Great War proved themselves worthy of their country 
and their race. 

Everything that can be done to Keep alive and intensify the 
pride of Canadians in their country and in the achievements of their 
fellow citizens should be done in the interests of Canada. I'very- 
thing that can be done to show las sting honor to Canada’s heroic sol- 
diers will, even so, be small in. comparison to what those soldiers did 
for Canada and the honor they brought to this country, 

Canada should follow in the footsteps of Great Britain, France, 
Italy and the United States by preparing a tnagnificent national 
Memorial to her soldiers in the tomb of an 
Soldier” at Ottawa.

Hygiene’? 


The great majority of bodily {nfec- 


tions are duo to abscesses in some 


part of the head, usually in the mouth, 


throat, nose or in the little cavities 


that are located in a chain from the 


base of the nose backward to the un- 
der surface of the skull. 

These cavities are called sinuses. 

Whenever there is an abscess that 
causes absorption ofthe poisonous 
material into the blood stream, {t is 
called a focus—a focus of infection. 

The reason so much attention is 
given to mouth. infections is not be- 
cause they are worse than any other 
infections, but because there are s0 
many 
the mouth. 

There are twenty teeth 
which, in the normal course of life, 
are followed by thirty-two permanent 
teeth, Consequently, every one of 
us has the possibility of fifty-two 
sources of infection in the mouth 
alone, unless the teeth, both tempor- 
ary and permmanent, are properly 
cared for. 

Every infection shortens life either 
very slightly or very considerably. In 
order to keep a clean blood stream, 
points of infection must be removed, 
but how much better it is, and how 
much more sensiblé it is, to avoid 
these infections. 

So far as the mouth is concerned, 
infection can almost always be avoid- 
ed by proper care, in time. 

The best.time to begin preserving 
your health for the future is now.

The captain and the 
crew of 34 were drowned. 


The treaty of peace between Aus- 
tria and the United States became ef- 
fective with the exchange of ratifica- 
tions by the two governmnts between 
Austrian Chancellor Schober and 
Arthur Hugh Frazier, United States 
commissioner in Vienna.
